- eome into Iilinois in search of wotk,
and bas declared that if they come
he “will shoot them to pieces with
Gatling guns.,” No worse example
of race intolerance ever occurred
even in the lawless period that fol-
lowed reconsiruction.

General Wheeler lost no time, after
his re election to congress, in defin-
g his position on the new and great
question of the day. Though a Demo-
crat, he is no Bourbon. Therefore
he declared: “The bistory of the last
300 years has conclusively shown
ihat colonial governments alone can
retain permanent control” of foreign
markets. Iam a firm belieyer thag
it'will be 1n our power to instill the
prinsiples of American civilization in
the peoples of the Philippines.” In
these two sentences is summed up
the full-otbed truth of the whole
matter. The reason for keeping the
Philippines-1s'that their retention is
demanded equally by the interesis of

_ the United States and of the Filipinos
- themselves. It is a clear case of the
barmony of self-interest and phil-

anthropy. This duality copld not be
more clearly and briefly expressed
than in these two sentences, Would
that the Democracy were more pro-
Iific of Wheelers and less prolific of
Baileys and Bryans.

Margall, the old Spanish Republi-
can leader, talks wisely in sayiog that
Spain will be stronger without the
Philippines than she would be with
them. One difference between Mar-
gall and the others—Figueras, Sal-
meron and Castelar—who were at
the head of the so—called Spanish re-
poblic of 1873, is thal Margall was a
sincere Republican, who bhad a strong
and intelligent admiration for the
United States, and who had an earn-
est desire to give his country a gov-
ernment as nearly like that of the
United States ss the differences be-
wween the character and capabilities
of the two peoples would permit.
Unlike the more showy and less sin-
cere Castelar, Margall would bave
given Cuba, which was in revelt in
1873, the reforms which that izland
asked for, and would even have
granted independence to her., Un~
happily for Cuba and Spain, the ma-
jority of the alleged Republicans took
the Castelar rather than the Margall
view ol the situation, and continued
the policy of repression which had
forced the island mto revolt, and
which, M a new rebellion a quarter of
a century later, compelled the United
States to interyene. Margall 1s mis-
taken, however, in supposing the
Filipinos will insist on getting abso-
lute independence, There are ex-
cellent reasons for believing the is-
landers will be satisfled with the
meadure of home ryle which the
United States will give them, ac-
companied, as it will be, with the
order. stability and business prosperity
which would be Imposgible under
either Spanish role or independence.

THE YEAR'S IMMIGRATION.

With the immigration of tho last
fiseal year down to less than 230,000,
and showing a decrease from the
previous year in spite of our prosper-
ity, many of the troublesome ques-
tions connected with immigration
seem to be ina fair way to setile
Lthemselves.

That there is still a large pumber
of undesirable immigrants is shown
by the statistics of their illiteracy
and poverty. Ot those over fourteen
years of age 43,057 could neither
read nor write, and of the whole
number 96,208 had less than #30
apiece, 3

No European country would per-
mit us to send them immigranis of
this description, and no illiterate or
paupér-is a desirable addition to our
population. Still, the ayerage stand-
ing of our immigrants is steadily im-
proviog, and as they represenl a total
increase of less than ope third of 1
per ceat. to our total of population
they cannot be considered dangerous.
Our real troubles are much more
serious; our threaztened troubles are
immeusurably greater.”

THE LOUISIANA PURCHASE.

Curator Ferrill, of .the Folorado
Historical aod - Natural History
society bas revived the old question
whether the Oregon country was in-
cluded in the Louisiana purchase of
1803. - "

Binger Hermany, commissioner of
the general land office, himself an
Oregonian, after careful historical re-
search, bas reached the belief Lbat
Qregon was not in that purchase, and
bas directed the publication of a cor-
rected official map excluding it from
the Lonisiana tract. Curstor Ferrill
takes the opposiong view, and John-—
son's Encyclopedia, in ils article on
Louisiana, asserts that the purchase,
which Jefferson made from Napoleon
for $15,8000,000, included “nearly all
of the present states of Loaisiana,
Arkansas, Missouri, Iowa, Minnesots,
Dakota, Nebraska, most of Kansas
and the Indian territory, part of
Colorade, most of Wyoming, and the
whole of Montana, Idasho, Oregon
and Washington.”

Nevertheless the weight of history
is against Mr. Ferril! and -with Com-
missioper Hermann., The boundaries
of the Louisiana purchase, as set
forth in the treaty with France, were
vague and inlefinitee. When the
